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Senior  Class  History

The  football  season  was 
soon  under  way  and  to  the  second  team  we  contributed  Robert  Pelonzi,  Bill  Kelly, 
Ralph  Lewis,  Dave  Trefry,  and  John  Hirschorn.  Other  members  of  our  class  who 
provided  heavy  practice  opposition  were  Jack  Carr,  Cliff  Roby,  Michael  Pisani 
Tom  Quinn,  and  Dennis  Shea. 

When  the  football  season  was  over,  basketball  came  in.  Our  lone  representa- 
tive on  the  first  team  was  Cliff  Roby,  while  Eugene  LaMontagne  and  Dennis  Shea 
showed  great  promise  and  playing  ability  on  the  second  team. 

The  boys  were  not  the  only  ones  who  went  in  for  sports.  Our  girls  wdio  showed 
speed  and  playing  ability  in  basketball  were  Peggy  Waldie,  Louise  Fielding, 
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Lorraine  Andersen,  Eleanor  Ricci,  Annette  St.Pierre,  and  Frances  Bonjorno.  A  ca- 
pable group  of  girls  represented  the  sophomores  * ; 1 1  the  field  hockey  team.

During  the  third  quarter  we  elected  as  our  Junior  class  officers:  Armand  For- 
unato,  president:  Jack  Carr.  vice  president;  Errna  McLean,  .secretary,  and 
Sally  McKay,  treasurer. 

To  serve  us  in  the  Student  Council  we  elected  Sally  McKay.,  Helen  Grant, 
Marylou  Buckley.  Erma  McLean,  Robert  Scanzani,  and  Armand  Fortunate 

Thus,  our  Sophomore  year  fast  drew  to  a  close. 

In  the  fall  of  '4.8,  as  full-fledged  Juniors,  we  well  knew  the  exasperating  trials 
the  incoming  students  had  to  undergo,  coping'  with  lockers  that  wouldn't  work, 
finding  room s  that  didn't  seem  to  he  t here,  and  trying  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the 
high  and  cocky  Seniors.
